N his third report to the Secretary of 

War, the Commanding General of the 
Army Air Forces presented definite con- 
dusions drawn from experience in World 
War II. He enumerated the seven urgent 
requirements of 
American air 
power in the im- 
mediate future. 
Listed only sec- 
ond was the re- 
quirement to 
keep the Air 
Forces and the 
aviation industry 
able to expand 
harmoniously as 
well as rapidly. 
Of the seven ur- 
gent require 
ments, thefourth 
was stated as 
the “determina- 
tion to support 
an alert and vigorous system of commer- 
cial air transportation—one of the foun- 
dations of American air power.” 

The “average air officer” of the Air 
Force or the Navy has his energies fully 
and understandably directed toward the 
force-in-being, and is not involved with 
those two urgent civil commercial as- 
pects of American air power. 

For American air power it is fortunate 
that the policy makers in the Department 
of the Air Force and the Navy Depart- 
ment are not “average air officers.” Those 
alr power requirements so recently 
proved in battle are not only remembered 
and understood but are taken into con- 
sideration on a wide scale in American 
military aviation activities. 

Those Air Force concepts have been 
woven into sound similar aviation doc- 
trine of our Navy and have emerged with- 
in the fabric of the aviation policy of the 
United States that was developed in the 
Air Coordinating Committee and was an- 
nounced by the President on 18 Aug. 1947. 

The practical high-level application of 
those concepts is seen in the international 
field at the headquarters of the Interna- 
tional Civil Aviation Organization at 
Montreal and, in their domestic and in- 
ternational aspect in the Air Coordinat- 
ing Committee in Washington. 

In a series of five international confer- 
ences in ICAO, the delegations from the 
United States included a total of ten Cap- 
tains, four Commanders, four Lieutenant 
Commanders, and two Lieutenants from 
the United States Navy, Coast Guard, 
a Coast and Geodetic Survey, and the 
r r Force representation consisted of four 
olonels, one Lieutenant Colonel, one Ma-

Maj. Gen, Kuter 
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Adm. Nimitz Sees Navy 
With Air As First Line 


A paper entitled, “The Future Employ- 
ment of Naval Forces,” prepared by Fleet 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz prior to his 
relief as Chief of Naval Operations, was 
released this week by the Navy Depart- 
ment, 

The report, expressing Admiral Ni- 
mitz’ views on the function of naval 
forces in maintaining the future security 
of the United States, points out the “tre- 
mendous industrial capacity” of the three 
“great land masses” of Central Asia, East 
Asia and Western Europe. “In the event 
of war with any of the three,” he states, 
“we would be relatively deficient in man- 
power.” 

The defense outlined by Admiral 
Nimitz lies in realistic and highly 
specialized operations and planning “to 
inflict unacceptable damage through max- 
imum use of our technological weapons 
and our ability to produce them in great 
quantities.” 

The text of his report follows: 

“1, Seapower. Sir Walter Raleigh declared 
in the early 17th century that ‘whosoever 
commands the sea, commands the trade; who- 
soever commands the trade of the world, com- 
mands the riches of the world, and conse- 
quently the world itself.’ This principle is as 
true today as when uttered, and its effect will 
continue as long as ships traverse the seas. 
That this period extends beyond the fore- 
seeable future is apparent when it is realized 
that the 100,000 long tons of cargo which 44 
ships can transport from San Francisco to 
Australia monthly would require for the same 
purpose 10,000 four-engined C-87 airplanes 
manned by 120,000 Highly trained personnel, 
plus 89 seagoing tankers to provide gas along 
the route and at the far end of the run. Cargo 
carrying aircraft will no more replace vehi- 
cles of the same type on the seas than they 
will those on land, In fact, cargo carrying 
ships will become increasingly important to 
the United States both in peace and in war. 
Our national resources in petroleum products 
alone are inadequate for the prosecution of 
a long war. A realistic appraisal of the re- 
quirements in materiel for this nation to en- 
gage im war shows that an uninterrupted 
stream of imports will be essential, and that 
the volume of these imports is such that they 
must come by sea. 

“2. The United States possesses today con- 
trol of the sea more absolute than was pos- 
sessed by the British. Our interest in this 
contro! is not riches and power as such. It is 
first the assurance of our national security, 
and, second, the creation and perpetuation 
of that balance and stability among nations 
which will insure to each the right of self- 
determination under the framework of the 
United Nations Organization. 

“8. Our present contro] of the sea is so 
absolute that it is sometimes taken for 
granted. As a result there is a faulty ten- 
dency, under the assumption that any prob- 
able enemy in a future war possesses only 
negligible apparent fleet strength, to give no 
major offensive role to the Navy—only a sup- 
porting role and the prosecution of anti-sub- 
marine warfare. Opposing fleets have been 
eliminated, it is reasoned, hence ours should 
be reduced to a mere support force and its 
appropriations transferred to certain types of 
aircraft which would be the answer to all our 
problems of offense and defense. The answer 
is not so simple. Technology in warfare, as 
in all else, has simplified some details but 
has greatly complicated the aggregate. The 
submarine and the torpedo, far from elimi- 
nating combatant surface ships, produced the 
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Service Pay Developments 

The complex Service Pay Problem 
moved a little nearer to clarity this week 
as developments both on Capitol Hill and 
in Departmental Circles provided the first 
stepping stones toward a coordinated ap- 
proach to what may ultimately result in 
a drastic revision of present schedules. 

Developments all looking toward 
changes in pay status this week were as 
follows: 

1. The Acting Secretary of the Navy 
withdrew his Department’s former rec- 
ommendation urging enactment of S. 333 
amending the Service men’s Dependents 
Allowance Act of 1942. 

2. The Civilian Advisory Commission 
on Armed Services Pay estimates that 
three months will be required to complete 
its studies preparatory to its final report. 

8. Representative Carl Vinson (D.- 
Ga.), and ranking Democratic member of 
the House Committee on Armed Services 
reiterated his objection to any personnel 
receiving flight-pay unless they are actu- 
ally engaged in flight duty. 

The target date for completion of 
studies by the Civilian Advisory Commis- 
sion on Armed Services Pay came with 
the announcement that the full Commis- 
sion would hold its second meeting in 
Washington on 19 Jan. It is understood 
that much of the preliminary data called 
for by Commission members has been re- 
ceived at Commission headquarters in the 
Pentagon, It is also understood that at the 
meeting the various members will have 
their duties more clearly defined and will 
begin detail work on their respective as- 
signments. 

In withdrawing the report on 8S. 333 Act- 
ing Secretary of the Navy stated that the 
provisions of the Servicemen’s Depend- 
ents Allowance Act do not represent the 
most desirable form of permanent peace- 
time legislation. He added in a covering

Early Action on Nominations 

Early action on pending nominations 
for promotion to temporary and perma- 
nent grades was seen on Capitol Hill this 
week when Senator Gurney (R-S. Dak.), 
Chairman of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee announced that the Committee would 
convene on 13 January. 

According to sources close to the Com- 
mittee it is understood that nominations 
rank high on the Committee agenda. This 
coupled with the fact that practically no 
objections to the proposed nominations 
has been raised during the interim makes 
early action likely. 

Other bills to be given consideration by 
the Committee include Universal Mili- 
tary Training, and Retirement legisla- 
tion. 

Remaining on the Senate Calendar for 
action are the following bills reported by 
the Senate committee: H. R. 3484, pro- 
viding for the transfer of the Remount 
Service; H. R, 1366, providing for Army- 
Navy procurement; H. R, 3051, amending 
the Vinson-Trammel Act, S. 1675 and 
1676, authorizing construction of Army 
and Navy public works.

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Joint Medical Study 


Seen as First of Series 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal, in what 
may be a forerunner of a program of joint 
studies for all services of the Armed 
Forces, this week transmitted to his Ad 
Hoc Committee on Medical and Hospital 
Services a set of “Terms of Reference” 
giving to their study a most wide scope 
and broad authority. 

Maj. Gen. Paul R. Hawley, USA-Ret., 
formerly Chief Medical Director of the 
Veterans Administration, is chairman of 
the Committee which has the following 
members: Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, 
Surgeon General of the Army; Rear Adm, 
C. A. Swanson, Chief of the Navy’s Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery; and Maj. 
Gen. Malcolm C. Grow, The Air Surgeon. 

The Committee’s general mission is a 
“thorough, objective and impartial study 
of the Medical Services of the Armed 
Forces with a view to obtaining,‘ at the 
earliest possible date, the maximum de- 
gree of coordination, efficiency and econ- 
omy in the operation of these services.” 

Mr. Forrestal told them that he feels 
“there are few problems facing the Na- 
tional Military Establishment which have 
the importance and urgency of the 
matters your committee is being asked to 
study. There is a real opportunity here 
for constructive accomplishment, and I 
am confident that such constructive ac- 
complishment will be the outcome of your 
work.” 

It is understood that this broad, sweep- 
ing study of the medical services is a 
forerunner of others. It is rumored that 
plans already are underway for such a 
study in the Judge Advocate General's 
Departments of the various services, and 
that others will follow. 

In selecting General Hawley to head 
the Committee, Mr. Forrestal picked an 
officer with a record not only of high ac- 
complishment in his professional field, 
but one who is widely known as forth- 
right and fearless, It is recalled that at 
the time the Departments were formally 
sponsoring legislation to provide special 
inducements for medical officers who 
would qualify as specialists General 
Hawley made an address in which he 
severely criticized such a system, con- 
tending that the medical officers of the 
Regular Services should rather be ex- 
perts in the organization and adminis- 
tration of military medical services. 

General Hawley is now Special As 
sistant to the Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs, a post to which Mr. Carl R. 
Gray, jr., the new Administrator, ap- 
pointed him last week. 

The text of the Terms of Reference 
given to the Hawley Committee by Secre- 
tary Forrestal follows: 

“Memorandum for Dr. Paul R. Hawley: 
“Subject: Committee on Medical and Hospital 

Services of the Armed Forces. 

“1, There are set forth in the succeeding 
paragraphs a list of some of the problems 
which I desire to have considered by the Com- 
mittee on Medical and Hospital Services of 
the Armed Forces, of which you are the chair- 
man and of which the Surgeon Generals of 
the Army and Navy, and the Air Surgeon 
are the other members. In general, what I 
wish is a thorough, objective and impartial 
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normal operating condition.”

“Army Comptroller” Established 


With Maj. Gen. George J. Richards, 
Chief of the Budget Division, Army 
Special Staff, as its head, Secretary of 
the Army Kenneth ©. Royall announced 
this week the establishment of the Of- 
fice of the Army Comptroller in the De- 
partment of the Army. 

General Richards’ title will be Army 
Comptroller. The new Army Comptroller 
is a native of Pennsylvania and is a grad- 
uate of the United States Military 
Academy, the Pngineer School, the Army 
War College, and the Naval War College. 
Most of his service has been in the Corps 
of Engineers and in the General Staff 
Corps. Throughout the recent war he was 
Budget Officer for the War Department. 

Secretary Royall is especially desirous 
of utilizing modern practices in cost 
analysis and cost accounting in the busi- 
ness management of the Army. The first 
task which the Secretary has assigned 
the Army Comptroller is a survey of cost 
accounting and analysis methods em- 
ployed by American industry, with a view 
to their adoption by the Department of 
the Army wherever applicable. In addi- 
tion, the Army Comptroller will continue 
to work in close cooperation with the 
Comptroller General of the United States 
and the Bureau of the Budget in achiev- 
ing the results which Secretary Royall 
desires. 

Secretary Royall said the best civilian 
brains are being sought to make available 
to the Army the know-how and experi- 
ence of the largest and most successful 
business and industrial enterprises. The 
Secretary contemplates engaging as 
special consultant and deputy to the 
Comptroller, a top-flight civilian special- 
ist in the field of cost accounting and 
management engineering. He will re- 
ceive the top salary permitted by law to 
be paid to civilian executives. Also, 
civilian experts in the fields of budget- 
ing and fiscal management, statistical 
analysis, and foreign monetary problems 
will be employed in key positions through- 
out the new organization. 

The Secretary believes the Office of the 
Army Comptroller will be of great as- 
sistance to his own office, to that of Under 
Secretary William H. Draper, and to 
that of Assistant Secretary Gordon Gray 
in their exercise of general supervision 
over the business affairs of the Army. 

The duties of the Army Comptroller in- 
clude general supervision and control of 
all budgetary matters, preparation of bud- 
get estimates, formulation and coordina- 
tiédn of basic fiscal policy, supervision of 
use of foreign exchange by the Army over- 
seas, development of cost analysig and 
control, survey of effective utilization of 
manpower and of administrative organ- 
ization, methods and procedures, in the 
interest of efficiency and economy, and 
coordination of statistical data. The 
personnel and functions of the Budget 
Division, the Manpower Board, the Cen- 
tral Statistical Office and the Manage- 
ment Office of the Office of the Chief of 
Staff, have been assigned to the Office of 
the Army Comptroller. 

Following is the text of the Circular 
setting up the office of Army Comp 
troller: 

“1, In order to improve the use of modern 
management techniques in the business ad- 
ministration of the Army, and to more effec- 
tively utilize accounting as a tool throughout 
the Army in the contro] of operations and 
costs, the Office of the Army Comptroller 
is hereby established as a part of the Office 
of the Deputy Chief of Staff, U. S. Army. 

“2. The personnel and functions of the 
Budget Division and Manpower Board, Special 
Staff, U. S Army, and of the Central Statis- 








of the Army Comptroller. 

“3. The Army comptroller is the Budget 
Officer, (Sec. 214, Budget and Accounting Act 
of 1921) Fiscal Director and Management 
Engineer for the Department of the Army. 
As such he formulates, coordinates and 
supervises those matters pertaining to the 
budget, fiscal, statistical, and management 
engineering activities of the Department of 
the Army. His duties include: 

“a. Development of a plan for the business 
management of the Department of the Army 
and the presentation of periodic reports 
thereon to the Chief of Staff. 

“b. (1) Preparation of plans and procedures 
for, and exercise of general supervision and 
control over, all budgetary matters of the 
Department of the Army, under policies 
established by the Chief of Staff. 

“(2) Preparation of the military and civil 
budget estimates of the Department of the 
Army (Sec, 214, Budget and Accounting Act 
of 1921), 

“ce, Development of systems and procedures 
for utilization throughout the Army of ac- 
counting and auditing for purposes of con- 
trol of operations and costs, 

“d. Formulation, coordination, and general 
supervision of basic fiscal policy for the De- 
partment of the Army. 

“e, Establishment and supervision of De- 
partment of the Army fiscal policy with re- 
spect to international monetary matters and 
the use of foreign exchange by the army 
overseas, 

“f, Continuing survey and development of 
the Department of the Army cost analysis, 
reporting and control system. 

“g. Continuing survey of the effective utili- 
zation of manpower in its relationship to 
appropriations and economy, 

“h, Continuing survey of the Department 
of the Army’s organization, methods and 
procedures in the interest of efficiency and 
economy. 

“i, Coordination of the collection, analysis 
and presentation of statistical data, includ- 
ing progress reports.” 





Transfer Military Government 


General George C. Marshall, Secretary 
of State, told the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee Thursday that plans are 
underway for the transfer of the military 
government of the American Zone in 
Germany from the Army to the State De- 
partment. At his press conference yester- 
day the Secretary said that because of 
the complexity of the transfer very little 
of the details have yet been settled, al- 
though he has had a number of confer- 
ences with Secretary of the Army Royall 
and will continue to hold such confer- 
ences until a definite plan is mapped out. 

The greatest difficulty, he said, is that 
whereas the Army can assign its officers 
to tasks in Military government, the State 
Department would have to build an or- 
ganization which would involve the em- 
ployment of many additional people. No 
plans have yet been launched for the tak- 
ing over of the Military governments in 
Korea or Japan, he said.

Annual Physical Examinations 


The annual physical examinations of 
Army Officers will be accomplished dur. 
ing the second quarter (1 April to 15 
June, inclusive) of the calendar year 198 
at any medical installation equipped to 
perform final type physical examinations 
the Department of the Army announced 
this week in Circular No. 75. The Cir 
cular states: 

All officer and warrant officer personne! (in- 
cluding female components) on active duty, 
except those described in a below, will be 
given an annual (final type) physical examins- 
tion. This examination will also be required 
for retired officers on active duty. Officers 
serving at isolated stations having inadequate 
medical facilities to complete annual physical 
examinations will have such examinations ac- 
complished whenever official duties take them 
to areas having adequate medical facilities. 

a. An officer falling within any status as 
outlined below will not be required to under 
go an annual physical examination during the 
calendar year 1948. 

(1) Any officer who underwent a final type 
physical examination on or subsequent to 1 
June 1947 in conjunction with an application 
for appointment in the Regular Army. 

(2) Any officer who has appeared before a 
medical disposition board on or subsequent to 
1 June 1947 or any officer who is currently 
hospitalized and who is expected to appear 
before a medical disposition board prior t 
release from the hospital. 

(3) Any Regular Army officer who under 
went a final type physical examination for 
permanent promotion on or subsequent tol 
June 1947. 

(4) Any officer whose tour of active service 
is expected to terminate at any period during 
the calendar year 1948 by reason of eligibility 
under existing or future separation criteria 
or statutory requirements. 

(5) Any officer who underwent a final type 
physical examination on or subsequent to! 
June 1947 in conjunction with an application 
for call or recall to extended active duty # 
active duty training.

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Disability Retirements 

In reviewing the situation as to dis- 
ability retirements in the Army, 
tary Royall in a letter made public this 
week declares that “What has appeared 
to the public as a widespread abuse has, 
I believe, been principally merely the 
granting of rights prescribed by a statute 
which should be changed.” 

The letter was one sent to Secretary of 
Defense Forrestal on 10 Dec., 1947, and 
forwarded to President Truman on 15 
Dec. in response to the latter’s request 
for such information. It was released for 
publication on 3 Jan. 

Mr. Royall revealed that an Army 
board studying the situation had recom- 
mended a sliding scale of disability pay 
pased on the degree of disability as dif- 
ferentiated from retirement pay for 
length of service and that tax exemption 
apply only to that portion paid for actual 
disability. Furthermore, the Board recom- 
mended the proposed new legislation “be 
retroactive to 1989,” which would mean 
the review of thousands of cases of war- 
time physical retirement. 

The text of the letters and numerical 
summary follow: 

Sec. Royall’s Report 
“10 Dec, 1947 
“Memorandum for The Secretary of Defense 
“Subject: Army Disability Retirements 

“In your letter of 4 Dec. to the President, 
you stated that I would prepare a summary 
of steps taken by the War Department in re- 
cent years. In the field of retirement for physi- 
cal disability. That summary ts as follows: 

“Over the last two years many complaints 
have been made that Regular Army officers 
received favored treatment in disability re- 
tirements, and that civilian component offi- 
cers were improperly denied them. 

“Barly in 1946, Secretary Patterson directed 
Mr. Tracy 8. Vorhees, a Special Assistant to 
the Secretary, to look into this situation. He 
reported on 15 Feb. 186 that he was 
‘thoroughly satisfied as to the complete in- 
tegrity of the administration as at present 
conducted in the War Department by The 
Surgeon General.’ At that time, the medical 
officers engaged in determining disability re- 
tirements were almost entirely doctors com- 
missioned for the war emergency from civilian 
life. Such group had no motive to favor 
Regular Army officers. Mr. Voorhees report- 
ed that the real difficulty lay in the law it- 
self, including the fact that disability pay is 
tax exempt; that such pay is a flat 75% of 
the base pay although this is not so for en- 
listed men (except those with more than 
twenty years service); and that an officer 
‘found to have any incapacity merely suffi- 
cient to unfit him for field service in time 
of war * * * regardless of the degree to which 
his capacity to earn a civilian livelihood may 
have been impaired’ is entitled to tax exempt 
disability payment. He concluded that the 
provisions of the law ‘tend to cause a strong 
motivation toward abuses,’ and that this 











should be corrected, 

“The report recommended alteration of the 
laws applicable to ‘calculate true disability 
compensation’ separately from retirement 
payments based upon mere length of service, 
the former to be computed on a sliding scale 
based upon the extent of the disability and 
this to be the only part to be tax exempt; 
further, that necessity for a finding of per- 
manent disability be removed, and that regu- 
lar re-examinations to determine continuance 
of disability be provided for. 

“In the fall of 1946, a committee was ap- 
pointed to make an extensive study of the 
subject. It made recommendations in general 
similar to those above stated. After reviewing 
Many controversial cases, it reported that 
‘no instance was found of departure from the 
law’ and that the difficulties sprang from 
‘applying the requirements of the law.’ The 
committee ‘found no basis for the frequently 
Voiced criticism that willful discrimination 
against the civilian component officer was 
Practiced by the Regular Army officer corps.’ 
The committee recommended that new legisla- 
tion be retroactive to 1939 in application. 

“Legislation was thereupon drafted, but de- 
lays in formal submission of it to the Con- 
gress occurred. The House Committee on 
Armed Services was, however, informed of the 
work that had been done and that Committee 
requested that a Joint Army-Navy group 
make a further study of the subject. Such a 
study has now been made, as you know, and 
the present status of this study is referred to 
in your letter to the President of 4 Dec. 

I am informed that every case in which a 
complaint was made to the War Department 
was thoroughly investigated without disclos- 
ing impropriety in the action taken. 

‘The tax exemption of disability pay of 
course led officers who would have been en- 
titled anyway to the same amount of retire- 
ment pay, due to length of service, to estab- 
lish disability. As most high-ranking Regu- 
lar Army officers had come into th 
in @ Service 
\ youth in perfect physical condition, it fol- 
lowed that their disabilities appearing many 
years later were service connected. Since, 
Judged by the very strict physical test im- 





posed by the law, a very large number of 
men in later middle age have some condition 
which would prevent their being accepted for 
unlimited field duty in time of war, they be- 
come entitled under the law to disability pay, 
although their condition may in no way im- 
pair their capacity to earn a civilian liveli- 
hood. Such officers have naturally sought 
the rights which the law gave them. 

“The system of review is as follows: First, 
a Disposition Board of doctors; then an offi- 
cia) Retiring Board, including medical mem- 
bers; then a thorough review by The Surgeon 
General; an appeal, where there is disagree- 
ment, to the Secretary's Personnel Board; 
and, in certain cases, an appeal to the Secre- 
tary’s Disability Review Board. The latter 
Board, however, reviews only appeals by the 
individual. 

“As indicated in my memorandum for you 
of 9 Dec., I have been formally advised by 
the Attorney General that he concurs in the 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General that 
the Secretary of the Army does not have the 
legal authority to reexamine retirements of 
Regular Army officers for physical disability 
on the ground either (a) that their condition 
has improved since retirement, (b) that the 
original decision was a mistake in judgment 
by the Retiring Board, (c) that the original 
decision was based on a mistake of fact, or 
(da) for any other reason, and, if the officer is 
found competent to perform active duty, to 
reinstate the officer on the active list of the 
Regular Army. 

“The medical determinations required by 
the law are in many cases difficult. Human 
errors have, of course, been made. But what 
has appeared to the public as a widespread 
abuse has, I believe, been principally merely 
the granting of rights prescribed by a statute 
which should be changed,

It is now believed fairly certain that in 
order to carry out the President’s desire 
for a “formal” dress uniform the new 
outfits will have tails. Many officers have 
expressed objection to the new uniform 
on the grounds that it could only be used 
for the most formal occasions. It is under- 
stood, however, that the President would 
want to make it a required item only for 
White House occasions and by attaches 
abroad.

fective Monday, 
5 Jan. 

General Lutes 
will act as Mr. 
Cramer’s deputy 
in the latter's 
capacity as ex- 
officio Chairman 
of the Executive Committee, which con- 
sists of the Chairman, the Deputy Chair- 
man and a representative of each member 
of the Munitions Board. 


Mr. Cramer, who was born in Charlotte, 
N. C., was President of Cramerton Mills, 
Inc. In 1907 and 1908 he was a student 
at the University of North Carolina, later 
attending West Point where he graduated 
in 1913. His home is at 200 Hermitage 
Road, Myers Park, Charlotte, N. C. 


General Lutes is the only officer ever 
to hold responsibility for deploying troops 
to world-wide warfonts, supply them with 
materiel throughout their operations, 
direct their return to the United States 
and, finally, to oversee their demobiliza- 
tion. Under General Brehon Somervell, 
then Chief, Services of Supply, General 
Lutes dealt with all logistical problems. 

In addition to the problem of trans- 
porting millions of troops, he held posts 
of authority and responsibility in an or- 
ganization which handled more than 
$100,000,000,000 in supplies during the 
course of the war. 

On March 9, 1942, he joined the staff 
of General Somervell as Director of Op- 
erations, Headquarters, Services of Sup- 
ply, on the recommendation of General 
Eisenhower, whose Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-4, he had been during the Louisi- 
ana maneuvers of May and August, 1940. 
In his new position, General Lutes pre- 
pared the Overseas Supply Plan, put it 
into operation and directed its successful 
continuation. 

In succession he became Acting Chief 
of Staff, Headquarters, Army Service 
Forces (originally Services of Supply) ; 
Director of Plans and Operations, Head- 
quarters, Army Service Forces; Chief of 
Staff and Deputy to the Commanding 
General, Army Service Forces and, on 
1 Jan. 1946, Commanding General, Army 
Service Forces. On 11 June, 1946, under 
reorganization of the War Department, 
he was assigned to General Bisenhower’s 
General Staff as Director, Service, Supply 
and Procurement Division. 

Throughout his wartime career, Gen- 
eral Lutes has held the esteem of supe- 
riors and subordinates alike. In January, 
1947, General Thomas T. Handy, then 
Deputy Chief of Staff, recommended him 
as being “a general officer whose broad 
experience and sound judgment, especially 
in the field of logistics, are of the highest 
value to the service.” 

In February, 1948, then Lieutenant 
General Brehon Somervell, at that time 
Commanding General, Services of Sup- 
ply, described him as “one of the most able 
and best qualified officers in the Army 
in the fleld of logistics. He is a real ex- 
pert and his untiring energy, his broad 
knowledge and experience and his sound 
judgment are, to a large extent, respon- 
sible for the very satisfactory sapply 
situation throughout the United States 
and in our foreign theaters of operation.” 

Then Brig. Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower, 
in November, 1941, as Chief of Staff of 
the Third Army, called General Lutes 
“Intensely loyal, intelligent, and devoted 
to duty,” and “exceptionally well qualified 
in general staff work with special refer- 
ence to G-4... .”

Maj. Gen. O’Donnell Appointed

The Permanent United States-Canada 
Joint Board of Defense was established 
by this country and Canada in 1940 “for 
the purpose of carrying out studies relat- 
ing to sea, land, and air problems, in- 
cluding personnel and materiel, and to 
consider, in the broad sense, the defense 
of the northern half of the Western 
Hemisphere.” 

The United States and Mexico organ- 
ized the Joint Mexican-United States De- 
fense Commission in 1942 to “study prob- 
lems relating to the common defense of 
the United States and Mexico, to consider 
broad plans for the defense of Mexico 
and adjacent areas of the United States, 
and to propose to the respective govern- 
ments the cooperative measures which, in 
its opinions, should be adopted.” 

Major General Emmett O’Donnell, jr., 
has served in the Air Force as a combat 
commander in World War II, advisor to 
the Commanding General, Deputy Chief 
of Air Materiel Command’s Engineering 
Division, commander of several smaller 
units, and as an Air Mail Pilot, since his 
graduation from the U. 8. Military Acad- 
emy in 1928. 

General O’Donnell is rated a Command 
Pilot and has been awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal, Silver Star, Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross with three Oak 
Leaf Clusters, Air Medal with one Oak 
Leaf Cluster, and Presidential Unit Cita- 
tion with one Cluster.

Weapons Project, medical services of the 
Armed Forces and the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, the primary purpose of the train- 
ing program is to portray the various 
types of injury produced by atomic blast 
and to outline fundamentals of treatment. 
Students are drawn chiefly from the 
Army, Air Force, Navy, Public Health 
Service, Veterans Administration and 
other Federal agencies.

DREAMS COME TRUE 


Iu Ploriida’s 
“KINGDOM OF 
THE SUN” 
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Adm. Sherman to Mediterranean 

Vice Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, USN, 
was detached this week as Deputy Chief 
af Naval Operations for Operations, and 
will relieve Vice Adm. Bernhard H. Bieri, 
SN, as Commander, U. S. Naval Forces, 
Mediterranean, the first-Week in Febru- 
ary. 

Announcement of the change in com- 
mand was made the day following the 
announcement of the plan to reinforce 
qur Mediterranean Forces with addi- 
tional Marines. 

Admiral Sherman was born in Merri- 
mack, New Hampshire, 30 Oct. 1896. He 
graduated from the U. S. Naval Academy 
in 1917, second in his class, and was 
awarded the Class of 1871 prize as the 
most proficient in his class in theoretical 
ordnance and ‘gunnery. Admiral Sher- 
man served in the Mediterranean in the 
USS Nashville, shortly after his gradu- 
ation, and five years later reported to the 
Naval Air Station at Pensacola where he 
was designated a naval aviat6r. He has 
served continuously with naval aviation 
since that time. 

Following various assignments, Ad- 
miral Sherman assumed command of the 
USS Wasp on 31 May 1942 and com- 
manded that carrier until it was sunk 
dy enemy action in the Solomon Islands 
area in Sept. 1942. He subsequently be- 
came Chief of Staff to the COmmander, 
Air Force, Pacific Fleet, and still later 
was assigned to duty as Deputy Chief of 
Staff to Fleet Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, then Commander in Chief, Pacific 
Fleet and Pacific Ocean Area. 

Admiral Sherman represented the 
Navy in the initial surrender conferences 
with the Japanese at Manila in August 
1945, and was aboard the USS Missouri 
when the formal surrender was signed. 
In Oct. 1945, he assumed command of 
Carrier Division 1 and, two months later, 
was ordered to duty as Deputy Chief of 
Naval Operations for Operations. In 
the latter capacity he wag responsible 
for plans, operations, intelligence and 
Joint activities, including cooperation 
with the State Department in politico- 
military affairs. 

A new Deputy Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions has not been selected to replace Ad- 
miral Sherman, nor has Admira] Bieri 
been named to a new command. 
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Navy Specialists to Syria

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Flag Officers Shifted 

Admiral DeWitt C. Ramsey, USN, 
newly appointed Commander in Chief, 
Pacific and U. 8S. Pacific Fleet, was re- 
lieved as Vice Chief of Naval Operations 
3 Jan. 1948 by Vice Admiral Arthur W. 
Radford, USN. 

In ceremonies at the Navy Department, 
Admiral Ramsey was presented a Gold 
Star in lieu of a second Distinguished 
Service Medal for exceptionally meritori- 
ous service. Under Secretary of the Navy 
Kenney made the presentation. 

Admiral Ramsey, who will assume his 
new duty about 12 Jan., left Washington 
on 3 Jan. for the West Coast en route to 
Pearl Harbor. He had served as Vice 
Chief of Naval Operations since 15 Jan. 
1946. 

Vice Adm. Radford, a former Deputy 
Chief of Naval Operations for Aviation, 
was ordered to duty as Commander, Seg- 
ond Task Fleet, Atlantic, on 3 March 1947. 


Messages From Defense Secretary 

Congratulatory messages were. sent by 
Secretary Forrestal to Fleet Adm.

Naval Industrial Reserve Plant 


Transfer to the U. S. Navy of the 
former Pratt and Whitney plant at Kan- 
sas City, Mo., from the War Assets Ad- 
ministration, was completed on 31 Dec. 

The plant, acquired as a reserve fa- 
cility by the Navy, was built and equipped 
by the Defense Plant Corporation during 
World War II. It has over three million 
square feet of floor space and originally 
cost more than eighty million dollars. 
It was declared surplus to WAA by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation in 
Dec. 1946, and since then has been oper- 
ated by WAA on a multiple-tenancy 
basis. 

The plant will be called the Naval In- 
dustrial Reserve Plant, Kansas City. 
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Electric Boat delivered more submarines to 
the Navy during World War II than any other 
builder in America. The skill, experience and 
facilities that produced such a quantity of these 
intricate, precisely made fighting ships are 
dedicated to keeping America always ahead 
in submarine development.

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AF Base Units 


The Department of the Army this 
week issued Circular No. 72, defining and 
stating policies governing Air Force base 
units. It states: 

Base Unit—1. The purpose of 
this circular is to define and state policies 
governing AF base units. 

2. The following definitions are confined 
to AF base units: : 

a, AF Command.—aAg used in this circular 
this term refers to a command, activity, or 
an establishment which is under the direct 
command of the Chief of Staff, United States 
Air Force, and which operates under a bulk 
authorization of personnel. Under this defi- 
nition each of the following will be consid- 
ered as an AF command: 

(1) Strategic Air Command; Air Defense 
Command; Tactical Air Command; Air Ma- 
tériel Command; Air Training Command; 
Air University; Air Proving Ground; Air 
Transport Command, 

(2) All bases, establishments, and activi- 
ties assigned directly to Headquarters, 
United States Air Force, to be considered col- 
lectively as a single AF command. 

b. Permanent party personnel.—As used in 
this circular, this term refers to military and 
divilian personnel authorized in bulk to AF 
commands for the purpose of performing the 
functions of bases and other establishments 
and activities assigned to AF commands, 

ec. To designate is to assign an official name 
including. numerical identification to an AF 
base unit. 

d,. To organize is to bring an AF base unit 
into physical existence by assigning person- 
nel to the unit. 

e. To discontinue is to remove from exist- 
ence an AF base unit, by removing the desig- 
nation, upon withdrawal of all personnel. 

f. AF base unit is q unit which the com- 
manding general or commandgng officer of 
an AF command designates and organizes 
with permanent party personnel to operate 
a base or other establishment or activity un- 
der the jurisdiction of the AF command. No 
authorization of.the Secretary of the Army 
other than this circular is required in desig- 
nating and organizing an AF base unit. An 
AF base unit is therefore not “constituted” 
or “activated” as these terms are defined in 
AR 220-5. 

3, AF base units will be designated by com- 
manding generals or commanding officers of 
AF commands as follows: 

a, Nurtherically with numbers assigned by 
The Adjutant General. a 
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b. With additional designation descriptive 
of the mission assigned to an AF base unit, 
in accordance with instructions issued by the 
Chief of Staff, United States Air Force. 

4. AF base units will be organized and dis- 
continued by commanding generals or com- 
manding officers of AF commands in accord- 
ance with instructions issued by the Chief 
of Staff, United State Air Force, 

a. The official date of organization is the 
date upon which first personnel are assigned 
to the AF base unit. 

b. The official date of discontinuance is 
the date on which the designation is re- 
moved, upon withdrawal of all personnel. 

5. Personnel composition. — a. Permanent 
party military personnel are assigned to AF 
base units, 

b. Permanent party civilian personnel are 
appointed to AF base units. 

ce. Nonpermanent party military personnel 
(such as students and trainees) may be at- 
tached unassigned or attached from other or- 
ganizations to AF base units as directed by 
the Chief of Staff, United States Air Force. 

6. The commanding officer of an AF base 
unit is an organization commander and will 
exercise the duties, responsibilities, and 
authority vested in such commanders by 
Army regulations, and such additional duties 
and responsibilities as may be assigned by 
the Chief of Staff, United State Air Force. 
When an AF base unit operates a base, the 


‘commanding officer of such an AF base unit 


will exercise the duties, responsibilities, and 
authority of a “post commander” as outlined 
in AR 210-10. When an AF base unit operates 
an establishment or activity other than a 
base, the commanding officer of such an AF 
base unit will exercise the duties, responsi- 
bilities, and authority vested in command- 
ers of such establishments and activities by 
Army regulations and instructions of the 
Chief of Staff, United States Air Force. 

7. In order to facilitate military adminis- 
tration, AF base units may be composed of 
subunits to be known as “lettered squadrons.” 
The Chief of Staff, United States Air Force, 
will be responsible for issuing necessary in- 
structions regarding lettered squadrons and 
other matters pertaining to internal organi- 
zation structure and operating procedures of 
AF base units. 

8. Reporting—a, The Chief of Staff, United 
States Air Force, will report to The Adjutant 
General the organization and discontinuance 
of all AF base units by date and location. 

b. Morning reports will be submitted for 
AF base units on WD AGO Form 1, in ac- 
cordance with AR 345-400, and with instruc- 
tions issued by the Chief of Staff, United 
States Air Force. 

9. Equipment used by AF base units will 
be that authorized by appropriate Depart- 
ment of the Army approved tables of allow- 
ances. 

10, Appropriate supply officer of AF base 
units which operate base or depot supply, are 
accountable for equipment and _ supplies 
stored and issued by such AF base units. 
Appropriate officers of AF base units which 
do not operate either base or depot supply 
will be responsible, but not accountable, for 
property. This will not be construed to alter 
the provisions of paragraph 2c, AR 40-1705.

ATC Atlantic Division 

Westover Field, Mass.—The Air Trans- 
port Command’s Atlantic Division, which 
airlifts military passengers and military 
cargo throughout the United States, Lab- 
rador, Greenland, the Caribbean, South 
America and over the Atlantic air routes 
to Europe and the Middle East, flew 141 
millions of passenger miles in the past 
year without a single passenger fatality, 
Maj. Gen. William H. Tunner, division 
commander, announced 5 Jan. 

Seventeen millions of the total mileage 
were flown while carrying 20,000 service- 
men patients by medical air evacuation 
planes to both foreign and domestic mili- 
tary hospitals, General Tunner stated. He 
added that the Atlantic Division’s air 
evacuation planes had carried 280,000 
patients a total of 468 millions of miles 
since 1943 without a single accident. 

In addition, the Atlantic Division flew 
67 millions of pounds of military cargo 
over the 70,000 miles of air routes that 
extend from California, through Europe 
to Saudi, Arabia, and from South 
America to remote Canadian-American 
weather stations in the Arctic wastes of 
Labrador and Baffin Island, General 
Tunner, wartime commander of the famed 
India-China “Hump” Division, revealed. 
He further stated that the division’s air 
rescue operations in the far north had 
saved the lives of 43 persons in 1947 de- 
spite extremely hazardous flying condi- 
tions. 








Air Force Generals Reassigned 

Five reassignments of U. S. Air Force 
general officers were announced on 5 
Jan.: 

Brig. Gen. John EB. Upston, now at USAF 
Headquarters as Director of Military Person- 
nel in the office of the Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Personnel and Administration, is named 
commanding general of the Fourth Air Force, 
with headquarters at Hamilton Field, Calif. 
During the war he served on the War Depart- 
ment General Staff and in the China-Burma- 
India Theater of Operations. General Upston 
entered military service in 1917 as a flying 
cadet and was commissioned the following 
year. He was born in Tawas City, Michigan. 

Brig. Gen. John M. Weikert, commanding 
general of the Mobile Air Materiel Area, with 
headquarters at Brookley Field (Mobile), 
Ala., is assigned to Far East Air Force Head- 
quarters in Tokyo. General Weikert, who was 
Instructor of Philosophy at the U. S. Military 
Academy and later commanded the Air Force 
Basic-Advanced Flying School at the Acad- 
emy, served in the Pacific during the war. He 
entered the Air Service as a second lieutenant 
in 1923. General Weikert was born in Mc- 
Knightstown, Pa. 

Brig. Gen. Robert K. Taylor, commanding 
general of the San Antonio, Texas, Air Ma- 
teriel Area, will replace General Weikert as 
commanding general of the Mobile Air Ma- 
teriel Area. General Taylor served with the 
15th Air Force in Italy and with the 
20th Air Force in the Pacific during the war. 
He was appointed a cadet at the U. S. Military 
Academy in 1924 and commissioned in 1928. 
General Taylor was born in Evanston, IIl. 

Brig. Gen. James 8, Stowell, now at Air 
Materiel Command Headquarters, Wright 
Field (Dayton), Ohio, as Chief of Personnel 
and Administration, replaces General Taylor 
as commanding general of the San Antonio 
Air Materie] Area. Wartime commander of the 
Air Transport Command’s North African 
Division, General Stowell was graduated from 
the U. S. Military Academy in 1924. He was 
born in Syracuse, N. Y. 

Brig. Gen. Edward H, Alexander, who has 
headed the Training Division in the office of 
the Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations at 
USAF Headquarters, has been named assist- 
ant chief of staff for operations for Air Train- 
ing Command, with headquarters at Barks- 
dale Field (Shreveport), La.

Air Force Orders B-50’s 


A contract for 82 additional B-50 Sup- 
erfortresses was announced this week, 
bringing to 215 the total number of B-50’s 
ordered by the USAF. 

The new contract involves an expendi- 
ture of between .fifty and sixty million 
dollars it was officially announced. First 
deliveries under the original B-50 con- 
tract were recently started. 

Salient features of the B-50 include its 
ability to: (1) cruise 27 percent faster 
than the B-29 at equal ranges; (2) cruise 
approximately 50 miles per hour faster 
than any other bomber capable of flying 
equivalent distances, and (3) fly at an 
actual top speed approaching 400 miles 
per hour.

Instrument Pilot Certificates

“(f) Five GCA low approaches under actual 
weather or hooded conditions or in an in- 
strument trainer.”

T was with full knowledge of the facts of the world situation that President 

Truman warned in his message to Congress this week that we must keep our 
Armed Forces strong and back them up with authority for Universal Training 
which he characterized as the “foundation” for a balanced National Security program. 
While looking forward to the day when nations will decrease their armaments, 
the President, knowing this is yet a distant goal, cautioned that “so long as there 
remains serious opposition to the ideals of a peaceful world, we must maintain 
strong Armed Forces.” Already before the House and awaiting a green light from 
the Rules Committee is the Universal Military Training Program approved by the 
House Committee on Armed Services. In the Senate Chairman Gurney is preparing 
to press the program before his Committee on Armed Services, and before the 
Senate. But it will be no easy task in either House, for there is formidable opposi- 
tion. The next big factor in building the needed basic Armed strength, as outlined 
in the AkMy AND Navy JourNAL’s Priority List, is the provision of the funds for 
the next year. The first step in this latter matter wil] be taken next week when the 
President will send to Congress the budget estimates he will ask to be approved 
as appropriations. Present indications are that these estimates will closely approxi- 
mate the actual appropriations for the current fiscal year, but that there will be 
less funds for personnel and more for materiel, particularly for airplane construc- 
tion for the Army and Navy. The loss of funds for personnel is understood to be 
based on the assumption that the volunteer program will continue to run behind 
schedule and that UMT, even if enacted, can not be put into operation in time to 
influence Regular Service recruiting. However, regardless of the recommendations 
of the Bureau of the Budget, it is upon the Congress that the Constitution has 
placed the responsibility for the raising and maintenance of our Armed Forces 
and it is to them that the people will look for the wherewithal to make our defenses 
strong in the threatening and perilous days of which they have been warned by the 
President. 


HE document “Future Employment of Naval Forces”, which Fleet Admiral 

Chestér W. Nimitz left with the Secretary of the Navy upon relinquishing his 
post as Chief of Operations, will go down in histary as one of the truly great Naval 
papers. Today it has immediate value to those shaping our Forces for the protec- 
tion of the Nation and the preservation of peace. In it Admiral Nimitz not only puts 
up a strong case for the Navy and the need for keeping it supplied with all modern 
weapons and equipment, but he also takes in the broad scheme of all the defense 
forces, holding that the Navy and the Air Force will play the leading roles in the 
initial stages of a future war and that the eventual reduction and occupation of 
strategic areas will require the “utmost from our Army, Navy, and Air Force” 
adding that “no potentiality of any of the three Services of the Military Establish- 
ment should be neglected in our scheme of National Defense.” Admiral Nimitz 
urges that our initial plans provide for the coordinated employment of military 
and naval air power. To do this effectively these forces must be supplied with suffi- 
cient and modern equipment and personnel. The Navy’s program of carrier and air- 
plane construction must not be allowed to lag, while the Air Forces 70-group program 
must be carried forward, with year to year replacements for both. The 70-group 
Air Force program comprises 55 active groups and 15 skeletonized, most of which 
have been set up but, as General Spaatz warned the President’s Air Policy Com- 
mission, they can not be maintained unless considerably more appropriations are 
forthcoming for the next year. It is rumored that the new budget will provide a 
total of about 2,000 airplanes for the Air Force and the Navy whereas Secretary 
Symington has estimated that to keep the Air Force, Air Reserve and Air National 
Guard modern and up-to-date an annual procurement of 3,200 planes is required, 
while, in addition, we need a reserve of 8,100 planes of which we now have only 
2,805. Thus, the proposed 2,000 airplanes for both the Air Force and the Navy 
would be far short of requirements. No doubt the members of the Appropriations 
Committee will, as they should, read Admiral Nimitz’s report closely and act upon 
its recommendations by providing the funds necessary to keep all the components 
of the Defense team in the high state of readiness essential in these perilous days.

(and ineligible for retirement) he may 
be paid a pension and the mustering out 
pay. 

L.J.S.—The Adjutant General’s Office 
has advised us that Reserve Officers may 
not enlist as master sergeants after a 90 
day tour of active duty. 

W.J.L.—According to The Adjutant 
General’s Office all those who have re 
ceived Selection Letters for warrant of- 
ficer appointments will continue to be 
eligible for these appointments, providing 
they apply for them within six months 
after release from active duty as com- 
missioned officers. All others wil] prob- 
ably be subject to requirements to be es- 
tablished under the new warrant officer 
program. Details of this program are not 
known at the present time.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—In a smoothly working demonstration of how readily light 
reinforcements can be moved to the Mediterranean, and with curt explanation that 
the purpese was solely to bring ships’ complements to full strength, the Navy this 
week shipped approximately 1,000 Marines from Camp Lejeune to fleet elements 
in Greek and Italian waters. The expected clamor from Italian Communists brought 
the appropriate response, nothing whatever. Small as was the force which went 
aboard the transports Montague and Bexar at Morehead City, N. C., observers re- 
ported that it was in combat uniform and equipped with tanks and guns and flame- 
throwers, The men were all membérs of the Second Marine division, the remainder 
af which will be moving out a month hence for the Caribbean fleet maneuvers. 
The EKurope-bound complement will be divided among the carrier Midway, based 
at Naples, and the cruisers Little Rock (Piraeus), Portsmouth (Genoa), and Provi- 
dence (Leghorn). The Mediterranean fleet will be given a new commander in Feb- 
ruary, when Vice-Admiral B. H. Bieri will be relieved by Vice-Admiral Forrest P. 
Sherman, who was Deputy Chief of Staff to Admiral Nimitz from 1943 to 1945, and 
since then has been Deputy Chief of Naval Operations. 

The Greek Army in Epirus continues its operations to clear the area around 
Konitsa, following raising of the siege of that village a week ago. The clearing op- 
erations include expulsion of guerillas from Mount Lykomoros, only 1 mile from 
the Albanian border and from the south approach to Borozani bridge, now rebuilt, 
where the guerillas were active during the fight for Konitsa. Farther east there is 
no betterment of the situation in the rugged mountain zones where winter advances 
are difficult, but the Nationalists are visibly cheered by the Communist failure to take 
Konitsa for the designated capital of “Free Greece.” Capture would not have been 
difficult for a competent leader, and it would have hurt Greek morale a good deal. 
The Greek force’s local success has been followed by announcement of a modest 
augmentation in size and equipment, made possible by the immediate transfer of 
$15,000,000 in American funds from the civilian-aid fund to the military fund. 
The proposal is to increase the Greeks’ Regular army, now around 117,000, by 12,000 
fully equipped men, and to increase the National Guard, now of 50 half-equipped 
battalions to 100 fully equipped battalions of 500 men each. The Guard is a con- 
stabulary patrol: the offensive operations are conducted chiefly by the Regulars. 
fn Athens, Maj. Gen. William G. Livesay, Chief of the U. S. military group, stated this 
week that he sees no reason why the rebellion should not be cleared up by the late 
Spring or early Summer. 

Thursday, on the first anniversary of his taking office as Secretary of State, Gen- 
eral George C. Marshall, spent virtually the entire day before the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee defending his plan for European recovery, newly endorsed in the 
President’s message to Congress. In the course of his testimony, General Marshall let 
it be known that the State Department is planning to take over the military government 
af the American zone in Germany by 30 June 1948. As to the European recovery, the 
Secretary took the emphatic stand that compromise appropriations would avail 
nothing, that the program should be carried out completely as outlined by the ad- 
ministration or not at all. 

The Interim Committee of the United Nations (“Little Assembly”) which has 
a membership of one from each nation desirous of joining (the Slav group abstaining 
by their own choice) has begun functioning at Lake Success, and will continue until 
the General Assembly which created it, is itself again in session. The Interim Com- 
mittee’s powers are properly limited, but it is free to investigate and discuss any 
problem it chooses, thereby directing world attention to cases under inquiry and 
permitting the preparation of world opinion for later action by the parent body. In 
particular it can study the matter of the Security Council veto, which the Soviets 
Rave used to block remedial action by the rest of the world. The “Little Assembly” 
may be prepared with recommendationg on this subject to lay before the General 
Assembly at its next meeting. 

Showing that he possesses an even tighter control over the middle parties than 
had been commonly suspected, Premier Schuman has added to his previous spectacular 
success in organizing France’s economy. By five successive votes his supporters Dio- 
yided an unaltered majority which beat down crippling amendments and passed 
Schuman’s bill for battling French inflation to the extent he insisted upon. An 
impressive part of the victory was that on these five occasions he had to fight 
DeGaulle’s extreme Rightist group as well as the solid Communists. The separa- 
tion of the Rightists had started on a wholly different issue, DeGaulle pressing for 
a plan whereby labor and management alike would be incorporated in something 
eminously like the “corporate state” which Mussolini sought. The Schuman effort 
with regard to labor is to maintain the free structure of the west, and the Premier’s 
victory on the currency-taxation measure (whereby the principal tax falls on those 
with over $6,000 income) seems likely to help him held his ground on the labor issue 
as well. 

The Nanking assurances that the Communists have been expelled from the 
eastern suburbs of Changchun, from villages just north of Mukden, and from others 
north of Paoting in North China, do not carry conviction that these were exactly 
‘triumphs for the Nationalist forces. It is more likely that, as on countless previous 
accasions, the Communist attacks were designed as raids which, having achieved 
the purpose, were voluntarily terminated. The immediate effects are further exhaus- 
tion of Nationalist materiel and further, if temporary, interruption to communica- 
tions. Red forces much farther south, in the Yangtse valley, have struck at villages 

100 miles west of Hankow and thereby threatened the rich ricebowl of Hunan. 
Again these appear to be raids only, but they have an evil effect on’ the Nationalist 
economy. 

















UMT Active Subject—With the reconvening of Congress and the President's strong 
reindorsement this week, consideration of Universal] Military Training becomes a cer- 
tainty. The Senate Republican Policy Committee this week drafted a tentative pro- 
gram of 15 highly controversial measures for consideration in the session which 
opened this week, including in its slate the problem of Universal Military Training. 

Because of the strong backing it has among many other Senate leaders, Senator 
Taft, although he personally is opposed to UMT, thought it should be brought up for 
consideration. Also this week, Henry A. Wallace, another Presidential Candidate, 
announced his opposition to UMT. 

In the meantime; Chairman Andrews of the House Committee on Armed. Serv- 











ices has asked the Rules Committee to give the green light to the UMT measur 
which his committee reported out favorably in the last session, Also in the House, 
Representative Harness (R-Ind.), chairman of the Propaganda subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Departments, is planning to ip 
vestigate further charges that government funds are being used improperly by the 
Department of the Army in its advocacy ef UMT. 

Representative Sikes (D-Fla.), a member of the committee on Armed Services, 
stated to the ARMY AND Navy JourNaL this week that wlile he voted to have the 
bill reported he will vote against its passage as he believes “UMT is not the soly 
tion of the problem to provide necessary backing for the Armed Serviees. I shal 
work to have adequate legislation passed to provide for the development of the 
National Guard and Reserve components. A small Army must have a large backlog 
of reserves constituted of the Nationa] Guard and of other reserves.” 


Judge Advoeate General’s Department—The Department of the Army has ap 
proved the granting of seventy-five hours credit to any Reserve Officer successfully 
completing the course in military justice being offered by the National University 
School of Law, Washington, D. C. The course consists of two hours per week for 
fifteen weeks’ duration, commencing on 5 Feb, 1948. Its scope will consist of a study 
of military justice, including military jurisdiction, habeas corpus proceedings, pro- 
cedure before courts-martial and the Articles of War. An analysis will be made of 
recent court opinions affecting the administration of military justice as well as 
opinions of The Judge Advocate General and the Boards of Review which will be 
based upon the Manual for Courts-Martial 1928 and selected materials. Col. Abner 
E. Lipscomb, recently separated from the service after assignment in JAGO, will be 
the instructor in the course.

At the same time General Cramer announced that overall organizational growth 
of the National Guard had passed the 60 per cent mark during the week ending 
2 Jan. A total of 3,929 Army and Air units have been Federally recognized, he said, 
since organization of the 6,380 units assigned the post war National Guard began in 
the Summer of 1946. 

Units of the National Guard in 65 Minnesota cities inaugurated a nine-week’s 
recruiting drive on 31 Dec. The campaign, known as “Operation Snowball” will 
continue until 6 March and has as its objective the enlistment of 1,125 men in the 
Minnesota Guard. t 

Provisions of a temporary promotion policy recently announced for officers of 
National Guard Army units have been extended to include officers of Air units as 
well, it was learned this week. This interim promotion policy is in the nature of an 
emergency measure pending publication of long range promotion policies for officers 
of the civilian air components. Such a long range policy is now being prepared within 
USAF Headquarters and it is anticipated that it will be published in the near future. 

Map exercises and other materials selected from courses at the Command and 
General Staff College are now available for sale to Reserve and National Guard offi- 
cers, and to instructors with the civilian components, it was announced this week 
by General Jacob L. Devers, Commanding General, Army Ground Forces. 


Organized Reserve—General Mark W. Clark, Sixth Army commander, recently 
announced the appointment of Lt. Col. Robert C. Dean, a Transportation Corps 
Reserve officer of Helena, Mont., to serve on his staff for a period of six months as 
liaison officer for the Organized Reserve Corps. 

Three labor union locals have formed the first two of American labor’s affiliated 
units in the Organized Reserve Corps, joining the ranks of commercial concerns, 
Public utilities, municipal and educational institutions in organization of reserve 
components of the Army. The units are established under the affiliation program 
in which Army efforts are linked to set up and maintain key service type Organized 
Reserve units which will be immediately available for service with the armed forces 
im event of emergency. 

Identification ecards will be issued to U. S. Air Force Reservists who are assigned 
to Table of Organization and Equipment units for training and to Air Reservists 
Who have been given mobilization assignments or who are on active duty—to facilitate 
their easy identification and entrance to Air Force bases, the Air Defense Command 
has disclosed. During the past year a study has been conducted in Washington by 
all the Armed Forces in order to create an identification card for common use by all 
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military service branches for both Regular personnel and Reservists. 

Air Force Reserve pilots participating in the United States Air Force Reserve 
training program must now meet stiffer training requirements established by the 
Air Defense Command’s latest regulations. The ADC Air Force Reserve pilots must 
now log 60 hours flying time yearly, half of which must be first-pilot time. They must 
also have six hours of night flight time, three hours of which must be flown each 
six months. 

Qualified Air Force Reservists who volunteer their services can be used as 
assistant instructors during campus instruction periods at all colleges and universities 
offering Air Reserve Officers Training Corps programs. Those eligible to fill these 
positions include both faculty members of the institutions and students at colleges 
or universities maintaining Air ROTC units. 

With Secretary of Defense Forrestal as Honorary National Chairman, the 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the United States announced this week their plans 
for its traditional National Security Week observance during the period including 
the historic dates of 12 and 22 Feb. In accepting the chairmanship, Mr, Forrestal 
told the ROA in a letter—“The cooperation and enthusiasm of the Reserve 
Officerseof the Armed Forces in maintaining their interests in the services is in- 
dicative of their spirit and patriotism during the conflict recently ended.”

International Civil Aviation 
(Continued from First Page) 
considerably less, evident than is the case 
with other powers. For example, in those 
same five ICAO conferences, the civil air 
interests of the British were represented 
by two Air Vice Marshals, one Air Com- 
modore, six Group Captains, six Wing 
Commanders, eight Squadron Leaders, 
and from the Fleet Air Arm, four Cap- 
tains, one Commander, and two Lieuten- 
ant Commanders. At the largest of these 
meetings, the delegation from the United 
Kingdom contained sixteen uniformed 
members, whereas the delegation from 
the United States, considerably larger in 
total strength, contained only nine mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces. 
It appears to be evident to all nations 
that consideration must always be given 
to the military implications of civil avia- 
tion. Of the member nations in ICAO, 
many, notably in South America, have in- 
ternal governmental organizations where- 
in civil aviation is a directly subordinate 
agency of the military. 
The United States appears to go some- 
what farther than other nations toward 
excluding military personnel, or at least 
in keeping them inconspicuous, in the 
civil aviation field, meanwhile leaving 
Military air matters in military hands.

we came, and we work in civilian clothes 
under the general aegis of the Depart- 
ment of State, by Presidential direction. 

Within the United Nations the Com- 
bined Military Staffs Committee endeav- 
ors to confine its aviation interests only 
to the military aspects. There the United 
States is represented by uniformed mili- 
tary personnel who receive their instruc- 
tions from the United States Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. In the United Nations organi- 
zation the civilian control of the military 
aspect is found only at the very highest 
levels where Senator Austin speaks for 
the United States as a representative of 
the President. 

The efforts to draft the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles were the first major efforts to sep- 
arate civil from military interests in the 
broad field of air power. This effort and 
succeeding efforts have been increasingly 
unsuccessful. 

Other great powers recognize the mili- 
tary significance of civil aviation as clear- 
ly as the United States. Other powers are 
somewhat more open in their recognition 
of that fact and appear to be less hesi- 
tant in using military personnel and re- 
sources in the civil commercial field. 

A live interest and active participation 
in civil aviation activities by the “aver- 
age airman” will further improve the 
strength of the United States in the air.

Army Cancer Project

study in chemo-therapy or a study of 
chemical compounds which might restrain 
the growth of cancerous tumors.

Ret., former Superintendent of the U. S. 
Military Academy. died 31 Dec. at Walter 
Reed General Hospital. He was 78 years

Born in Hamburg, Mich., General Winans 
entered West Point in June 1887. Upon 
graduation in 1891 he was commissioned a 
second lieutenant of cavalry and assigned 
to the Fifth Cavalry, He became a captain in 
1901 and major in 1914. He participated incam- 
paigns in Cuba and the Philippines during the 
Spanish-American War and commanded the 
Sixty-fourth Infantry Brigade, Thirty-second 
Division, during the first World War. Shortly 
after our entry into the war he was com- 
missioned a colonel. He was appointed in 
1918 brigadier general, the rank he held until 
the end of the war. He was made a brigadier 
general in the Regular Army in 1922 and 
major general five years later. He was ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the Academy in 
1927. The next year he took command of the 
Hawaiian Division and in 1980 became a 
commander of the Eighth Corps Area, with 
headquarters at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., 
holding that command until retirement in 
1983. 

The General received the Distinguished 
Service Medal for tactical ability in the 
second battle of the Marne and two other 
offensives during the first World War. He 
also received the French Legion of Honor 
and the Croix de Guerre with two palms and 
held the Silver Star for gallantry in action 
against Villa in the punitive expedition to 
Mexico. 

He was a son of the late Bdward B. Winans, 
former Governor of Michigan. 

Surviving are his widow, the former Miss 
Esther Walker of Graysville, Tenn. and two 
daughters, Mrs, Katherine Maxwell, wife of 
Maj.

General Kuter to C.A.B. 

President Truman this week asked 
for authority to appoint Maj. Gen. 
Laurence S, Kuter to the Chairmanship 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board, to suc- 
ceed the Hon. James M, Landis. 

The President’s request came as a sur- 
prise since it was not expected that the 
vacancy would be filled by a military man. 
In asking the Congress to authorize Gen- 
era] Kuter’s appointment the President 
said that he did not wish the appointment 
to affect in any way the General’s military 
status. 

A covering letter accompanying a draft 
of the bill, stated that General Kuter 
would continue, while serving as a mem- 
ber of the Civil Aeronautics Board, to 
receive his military pay and allowances, 
with Department of the Air Force ap- 
propriations being reimbursed therefor 
from appropriations of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, but that, in the perform- 
ance of his duties General Kuter would 
be subject to no supervision or control 
by the Department of the Air Force, the 
National Military Establishment, or the 
armed forces of the United States. 

The bill provides that in the event the 
civilian salary of a member of the CAB 
should at any time exceed General Kuter’s 
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military pay, the difference should be paid 
to him from CAB appropriations.

Financial Digest 

Reduction of individual income tax 
totaling approximately $3,200,000,000 to 
be made up by increasing the tax on 
corporate profits, was proposed by Presi- 
dent Harry Truman in his State of the 
Union message to Congress on 7 Jan. 

Branded immediately by Republican 
members of both houses as a “purely 
political speech,” the President contended 
that his proposal constituted the proper 
method of tax relief at this time and 
added that when the present danger of 
inflation has passed we should consider 
tax reduction based upon a revision of 
our entire tax structure. 

The President said that the country may 
not be able to expand as rapidly in the 
next decade as in the last, but that it 
could increase its annual output by at 
least one-third above the present level. 
We can lift our standard of living, he 
said, to nearly double what it was ten 
years ago. 

The Chief Executive urged continued 
support of major farm commodities on a 
basis which he said would afford rea- 
sonable protection against fluctuations in 
the levels of production and demand. The 
present price support program he said, 
must be re-examined and modernized. 

The President urged the investment of 
at least $50,000,000,000 to improve and 
expand productive facilities over the next 
few years. The President charged that 
competition is seriously limited today in 
many industries by the concentration of 
economic power and other elements of 
monoply. The appropriation of sufficient 
funds to permit proper enforcement of 
the present anti-trust laws is essential. 

Supporting his proposal to reduce in- 
come taxes for the lower income groups 
and make it up through increased levies 
upon corporations the President said that 
many families were today suffering from 
the high cost of living. At the same time, 
he said, profits of corporations reached 
an all-time high record in 1947. Corporate 
profits totaled $17 billion after taxes, he 
said. 

Specifically the President recommended 
that a cost of living tax credit be ex- 
tended to the people consisting of a credit 
of $40 to each individual taxpayer and an 
additional credit of $40 for each depen- 
dent. Thus, he said, the income tax of a 
man with a wife and two children would 
be reduced $160. The credit would be ex- 
tended to all taxpayers, but it would be 
particularly helpful to those in the low- 
income group, he said. 


Merchant Marine 

A first-class, balanced, and efficiently 
staffed merchant fleet is an absolute 
necessity far our commerce and national 
security, the Army told its G.I.’s this 
week. 

In an Armed Forces Talk issued by the 
Department of the Army, it is pointed 
out that historically, world leadership 
and influence have always been allied 
with maritime strength. . 

“We ourselves did very well until after 
the Civil War, when our concentration on 
domestic affairs contributed to the de- 
cline of our merchant fleet,’ the Army 
stated. “At the beginning of both World 
Wars we were sadly deficient in this re- 
spect. The experience of World War I 
dictated requirements for improvement. 
The Merchant Marine’s ‘Magna Carta’ of 
1936, while excellent, did not come in 
time to prepare us adequately for World 
War II, the first years of which were a 
nightmare of deficiency in merchant ton- 
nage.” 

By the end of the war, however, we had 
the greatest merchant fleet in history, al- 
though it was heavily unbalanced in 
favor of cargo shipping, the Army states. 
In both wars, our escape from disaster 
on account of initial shortages in mer- 
chant ships was narrow. 

However, the Army continues, now 
with experience as our guide, we must 
make provisions for an adequate mer- 
chant fleet—consistent with security 
needs as well as the requirements of our 
commerce and Government for merchant 
tonnage. The public is interested and the 
problem is being studied, but there is no 
easy solution. 

“A long range program is required,” 
the Army states. “Such a program, 
based upon the established principle of 
Government subsidies and Government 
supervision of standards, training, and 
operation, has been recommended by a 
Presidentially appointed national Com- 
mittee.” 

It is pointed out by the Department of 
the Army that the cost will be an im- 
portant factor in this or any other pro- 
gram. The President’s Committee has 
gathered figures showing that during 25 
peacetime years preceding 1947 a rough 
average of 40 million dollars a year was 
spent by the Government on the Merchant 
Marine. This sum was a very smal] frac- 
tion of Government expenditures on other 
financial aids, and the Committee esti- 
mates that this will continue to be the 
case.

depth charge, sonar and electronic sounding 
and the anti-submarine aircraft which in two 
wars have successfully defeated them, Simi- 
larly, the airplane in its application against 
naval forces has already given creation to the 
proximity fuse, boming missiles, electronic 
ranging and gun control, and carrier attack 
aircraft which, during World War II, repeat- 
edly defeated concentrations of Japanese land- 
based aircraft wherever encountered. 

“4 Our present undisputed contro] of the 
gea was achieved primarily through the em- 
ployment of naval air-sea forces in the de- 
gtroction of Japanese and German sea power. 
It was consolidated by the subsequent reduc- 
tion of these nations to their present linpo- 
tence, in which the employment of naval! air- 
gen forces against land objectives played a 
vital role. It can be perpetuated only through 
the maintenance of balanced naval forces of 
all categories adequate to our strategic needs 
(which include those of the non-totalitarian 
world), and which can flexibly adjust to new 
modes of air-sea warfare and which are alert 
to develop and employ new weapons and 
techniques as needed. 

“5. Employment of Naval Ferces in the Past. 
A report made ip 1657 by one of Cromwell's 
admirals that: ‘After we destroyed the ships 
we plied our guns against the forts... ° in- 
dicates that the purpose of achieving sea 
power and the recognized practice of applying 
pressure against an enemy wherever be can 
be reached by naval] forces has not changed 
from that day to this. The basic objectives 
and principles of war do not change. The final 
objective in war is the destruction of the 
enemy’s capacity and wil! tu fight, and there- 
by force hiin to accept the imposition of the 
victor’s will. This subinission has been accom- 
plished in the past by pressure In and from 
each of the elements of laud and sea, and 
during World War I and II, in and from the 
air as well, The optimum of pressure is ex- 
erted through that absolute control obtained 
by actual physical occupation. This optimum 
is obtainable only on land where physical 
occupation can be consolidated and main- 
tained. Experience proves that while invasion 
in some form—of adjacent sea areas, covering 
alr spaces, or enemy territory itself—is es- 
sentia! to obtain decisions in war, it is some- 
times unnecessary to prosecute invasion to 
the extent of occupying a nation’s capital or 
other vital centers, Sufficient of his land, sea 
or air territory must be invaded, however, 
to establish the destructive putential of the 
victor and to engender in the enemy that hope- 
lessness which precedes submission, The re- 
duction of Japan is a case in point. 

“6. Naval forces have always played a vital 
and often deciding role in warfare by invad- 
ing adjacent sea areas to project their pres- 
sure on enemy territory. Before the invention 
of gun powder, in the days of Greece and 
Rome, there was no such thing as a ‘fleet in 
being.’ Naval forces were built as they were 
needed, and the transport had equal standing 
with the man-of-war. The latter served to 
clear the narrow seas for the transport to dis- 
charge its force of men and weapons upon 
enemy territory where the decision was ob- 
tained. In the long history of British domina- 
tion of the seas, it is safe to say that the Roya! 
Navy fuught as many engagements against 
shore objectives as it did on the high seas. 
Singularly it was the defeat by his shure bat- 
teries of a Royal Navy squadron off Toulon 
that gave Napoleon early in his career a dis- 
dain for British seapower. It was this same 
British seapuwer, in the furm of a tight block- 
ade, which denied world intercourse to him 
but assured it to his enemies, and in the vic- 
tories of Copenhagen, the Nile and Trafalgar, 
which was the controlling factor in his even- 
tual defeat. Also the great British strategic 
bastion of Gibraltar was captured in 1704 by 
& force of Royal Marines and seamen landed 

om a naval squadron which had first 
Pounded the Spanish garrison into a state of 
confusion and despair. 

7. The naval history of our own Civil War 
is a vivid portrayal of the employment of 
naval forces against an enemy without a fleet. 
Naval forces were a controlling factor in the 
Confederate defeat and in shortening the war. 

e Confederate States had uo fleet. They 
Were a consvlidated land power with the ad- 
vantage of interior lines and the possession 
of several large sea and river ports affording 
access to world commerce which they vitally 
needed. The Federal States outlined their na- 
val missions as (a) the blockade of Southern 
Ports along a coastline of more than 3000 
miles; (b) the reduction, in conjunction with 
the Army, of Atlantic and Gulf strongholds; 
and (c) the occupation and contro! of the Mis- 
Sissippi and its tributaries, The blockade 
Was established and soon Confederate com- 
merce, as such, ceased. Naval operations 
started on the western rivers in the first year 
of the war—Novovember, 1861. They were main- 

in conjunction with the Army but fre- 
eee objectives were accomplished by Na- 
wen and mortar fire alone, By April, 1862, 
tb the passage of Farragut’s squadron past 

¢ Mississippi entrance furts and the cap- 

“ of New Orleans, the Confederate States 
mene sealed on the Western, Guif and At-

well have consolidated their secession. 

“8. The development between World Wars 
I and II of naval aviation provided naval 
forces with a striking weapon of vastly in- 
creased flexibility, range and power. The de- 
velopment and use of this weapon in World 
War I! against both sea and land objectives 
is one of the great achievements in modern 
warfare. It spearheaded our Pacific attack. 
First, it swept the sea of all naval opposi- 
tion, Then it became the Initial striking 
weapon In the capture of Guam, Saipan and 
Iwo Jima—the advanced bases from which 
long-range bombers were able to strike the 
vital centers of the Empire, Finally, like the 
British syguadron in 1657, our Navy ‘after de- 
stroying the ships it plied its guns against 
the forts’ and participated directly in the 
destruction of those vital centers on Okinawa 
and the home islands by gunfire and bombing; 
in spite of the concentration of Japanese air 
power our Navy made possible the success 
of our gallant ground forces, 

“9. In all of these operations the employ- 
ment of air-sea task forces demonstrated the 
ability of the Navy to concentrate aircraft 
strength at any desired point in such num- 
bers as to overwhelm the defense at the 
point of contact. These operations demon- 
atrate the capability of naval carrier-based 
aviation to make use of the principles of mo- 
bility and concentration to a degree pos- 
sessed by no other force. 

“10. Employment of Naval Forces in the Fu- 
ture. In addition to the weapons of World 
War II the Navy of the future will be capable 
of launching missiles from surface vessels and 
submarines, and of delivering atomic bombs 
from carrier-based planes, Vigilant naval ad- 
ministration and research is constantly de- 
veloping and adding to these means. In the 
event of war within the foreseeable future it 
is probable that there will be little need to 
destroy combatant ships other than subma- 
rines. Consequently, in the fulfillment of long 
accepted naval functions and in conformity 
with the well known principles of warfare, 
the Navy should be used in the Initial stages 
of such a war to project its weapons against 
vital enemy targets on land, the reduction of 
which is the basic objective of warfare. 

“11. For any future war to be of sufficient 
magnitude to affect us seriously it must be 
compounded of two primary ingredients: vast 
manpower and tremendous industrial capac- 
ity. These conditions exist today in the great 
land mass of Centra! Asia, in East Asia and 
in Western Europe. The two latter areas will 
not be in a position to endanger us for de- 
cades to come unless they pass under unified 
totalitarian control. In the event of war with 
any of the three we would be relatively defi- 
cient in manpower. We should, therefore, di- 
rect our thinking toward realistic and bighly 
specialized operations. We should plan to In- 
flict anacceptable damage through maximum 
use of our techological weapons and our abil- 
ity to produce them In great quantities, 

“12. Initial devastating air attack in the fu- 
ture may come acruss our bordering oceans 
from points on the continents of Europe and 
Asia as wel] as from across the polar region. 
Consequently our plans must include the de- 
velopment of specialized forces of fighter and 
interceptor planes for pure defense, as well 
as the continued development of long-range 
bombers, Offensively our initial plans should 
provide for the cvordinated employment of 
military and naval air power launched from 
land and carrier bases, and of guided mis- 
siles against important enemy targets. For 
the present, until long-range bombers are de- 
veloped capable of spanning our bordering 
oceans and returning to our North American 
bases, naval air power launched from carriers 
may be the only practicable means of bomb- 
ing vital enemy centers in the early stages 
of a war. 

“13. In summary it is visualized that our 
early combat operations in the event of war 
within the next decade would consist of: 

“Defensively: 

“a Protection of our vital centers from dev- 
astating attacks by air and from missile- 
launching submarines. 

“b Protection of areas of vital strategic im- 
portance, such as svurces of raw materials, 
our advanced bases, etc. 

“e Progection of our essential lines of com- 
muuication and those of our allies. 

“d Protection of our occupation forces dur- 
ing re-enforcement or evacuation, 

“Offensively: 

“a Devastating bombing attacks from land 
and carrier bases on vital enemy installations. 

“b Destruction of enemy lines of communi- 
cation accessible to our naval and air forces. 

“e Occupation of selected advanced bases on 
enemy territory and the denial of advance 
bases to the enemy through the coordinated 
employment of naval, air and amphibious 
forces. 

“14. Of the above activities or functions 
there are certain ones which can be per- 
formed best by the Air Force and certain 
others which can be performed best by the 
Navy—it is these two services which will! play 
the major roles in the initial stages of a fu- 
ture war. The 80th Congress took cognizance 
of this fact when, in the National Security 
Act of 1947, it specifically prescribed certain 
functions to the Navy, its naval aviation and 
its Marine Corps. In so doing the Congress 
gave emphasis to the fact that the organiza- 
tional framework of the military services 
should be built around the functions assigned 


to each service, This is a principle which 
the Navy has consistently followed and is now 
organized and trained to implement, 

“15. Defensively, the Navy is stil] the first 
line the enemy must hurdle either in the air 
or on the sea In approaching our coasts across 
any ocean. The earliest warning of enemy air 
attack against our vital centers should be 
provided by naval air, surface and submarine 
radar pickets deployed in the vast ocean 
spaces which surround the continent. This is 
part of the radar screen which should sur- 
round the continental United States and Its 
possessions. The first attrition to enemy air 
power might be by short range naval! fighter 
planes carried by carrier task forces. Pro- 
tection of our cities against missile launching 
submarines can best be effected by naval 
hunter-killer groups composed of small air- 
craft carriers and modern destroyers operat- 
ing as a team with naval land-based aircraft. 

“16. The safety of our essential trade routes 
and ocean lines of communication and those 
of our allies, the protection of areas of vital 
strategic Importance such as the sources of 
raw material, advanced base locations, etc., 
are but matters of course if we contro] the 
seas, Only naval air-sea power can ensure 
this. 

“17. Offensively, it is the function of the 
Navy to carry the war to the enemy so that 
it will not be fought on United States soil. 
The Navy can at present best fulfil] the vital 
functions of devastating enemy vital areas 
by the protection of bombs and missiles. It 
is improbable that bomber fleets wil] be ca- 
pable, for several years to come, of making 
two-way trips between continents, even over 
the pular routes, with heavy loads of bombs. 
It ig apparent then that In the event of war 
within this period, if we are to protect our 
power against the vital areas of any enemy 
across the ocean before beachheads on enemy 
territory are captured, it must be by air-sea 
power; by aircraft launched from carriers; 
and by heavy surface ships and submarines 
projecting guided missiles and rockets. If 
present promise is developed by research, test 
and production, these three types of air-sea 
power operating In concert will be able with- 
in the next ten years critically to damage en- 
emy vital areas many hundreds of miles in- 
land. 

“18. Naval task forces including these types 
are capable of remaining at sea for months. 
This capability has raised to a high point the 
art of concentrating air power within effective 
range of enemy objectives. It is achieved by 
refueling nad re-arming task forces at sea. 
Not only may the necessary supplies, ammuni- 
tion and fuel be replenished in this way but the 
air groups themselves may be changed. The 
net result is that naval forces are able, with- 
out resorting to diplomatic channels, to estab- 
lish offshore anywhere in the world, air flelds 
completely equipped with machine shops, am- 
munition dumps, tank farms, warehouses, to- 
gether with quarters and all types of accom- 
modations for personnel. Such task forces are 
virtually as complete as any air base ever 
established. They constitute the only air bases 
that can be made available near enemy terri- 
tory without assault and conquest; and 
furthermore, they are mobile offensive bases 
that can be employed with the unique at- 
tributes of secrecy and surprise—whicb at- 
tributes contribute equally to their defensive 
as well as offensive effectiveness. Regarding 
the pure defense of these mubile air bases the 
same power projected destructively from them 
against the enemy is being applied to their 
defense in the form of propulsion, armament, 
and new aircraft weapons whose development 
is well abreast the supersonic weapons re- 
puted to threaten their existence. 

“19. It is clear, therefore that the Navy 
and the Air Force will play the leading roles 
in the Initial stages of a future war. 
Eventually, reduction and occupation of cer- 
tain strategic areas wil] require the utmost 
from our Army, Navy and Air Force. Each 
should be assigned broad functions compati- 
ble with its capabilities and limitations and 
should develop the weapons it needs to ful- 
fill these functions, and no potentiality of 
any of the three services of the Military Es- 
tablishment should be neglected in our 
scheme of National Defense. At the same 
time each service must vigorously develop, 
in that area where their functions meet, that 
flexibility and teamwork essential to opera- 
tional success. It should also be clear that 
the Navy's ability to exert from its fluating 
bases its unique pressure against the enemy 
wherever he can be reached—in the air, on 
sea or land—is now as it has been, com- 
patible with the fundamenta) principles of 
warfare. That our naval forces can be 
equipped defensively as well as offensively to 
project pressure against enemy objectives in 
the future is as incontrovertible as the prin- 
ciple that every action has an equal and op- 
posite reaction. 

“20. In measuring capabilities against a po- 
tential enemy, due appreciation must be 
taken of the factors of relative strength and 
weakness. We may find ourselves compara- 
tively weak in manpower and in certain ele- 
ments of aircraft strength. On the other hand 
we are superior ip our nava) air-sea strength. 
yy is an axiom that in preparing for any con- 
test, it is wisest to exploit—not neglect—the 
element of strength. Hence a policy which 





provides for balanced development and co- 
| ordianted use of strong naval forces should 
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be vigorously prosecuted in order to meet 


and successfully counter a sudden war in the 
foreseeable future.”

EB it football, basketball, roque or 

Here’s-to-General-Puff, any time a 
team racks up wins in 38 straight en- 
counters over more than five years, it is 
warthy of note. 

The team in question is the Annapolis 
group devoted to the ancient and bonor- 
able sport of wrestling, which embarks 
on its 1948 schedule today (10 Jan.) 
against Gettysburg. 

Tutored by Ray Swartz, the grapplers 
have conquered all comers for nearly two 
academy generations. True, they were 
toppled from their Eastern Intercol- 
legiate throne last year by Lehigh, the 
Engineers’ winning margin being a scant 
four points, but in dual meets the Mid- 
shipmen have been invincible. 

The outlook for the current campaign 
is far from gloomy, despite a rugged 
schedule which includes the best in the 
east, plus a couple of intersectional 
visitors. 

There are three key men on the squad 
of whom Swartz is expecting great 
things. .They are: Captain John Fietch- 
er, 145 pounds, who took the BDastern 
title at his weight last year and was 
voted the outstanding wrestler in the 
tournament; Wayne Smith, 136 pounds, 
a plebe last year who also won an Past- 
erp diadem; and Newbold Smith, beavy- 
weight, who was bampered by ilinesg in 
the championship tournament.

study of the medical services of the Armed 
Forces with a view to obtaining, at the 
earliest possible date, the maximum degree 
of coordination, efficiency and economy in the 
operation of these services. Your terms of 
reference embody any and every question 
whose solution may tend to further this broad 
objective, 

“2. Specifically, I would like your com- 
mittee to give attention to the problems here- 
inafter set forth. This list is not meant to be 
exclusive or in any way to limit the avenues 
of your inquiry in furtherance of the above- 
mentioned general objective, On the contrary, 
it is intended to be illustrative and suggestive 
of the kind of problems which I feel must be 
tackled. 

“a. Improvement in the utilization of the 
existing hospital facilities of the several 
medica] services. This will include considera- 
tion of the number of hospital beds required 
in each geographical area to meet the collec- 
tive needs of the three services, a study of 
which hospitals are so located as to make it 
feasible for them to serve more than one of 
the Departments, and a determination as to 
which hospitals, if any, should be closed, 
placed in standby status or disposed of as 
surplus. It will also require an examination 
and re-evaluation of the standards for hos- 
pitalization and an inquiry into the possibility 
of using other facilities, tn lien of regular 
hospitals, for minor convalescence, periodic 
medical examinations, ete. The problem of 
utilization of hospita) facilities should also be 
considered in relation to the availability of 
qualified medical personnel, both general and 
specialized, and consideration should be given 
to the question of whether certain types of 
medical services required by the Armed 
Forces, generally, or in specific areas, could 
be performed more efficiently and _ eco- 
nomically by utilizing civilian hospital facili- 
ties that may be available. 

“b. Coordination of the current plans of the 
medical services of the Armed Forces for the 
construction of any new hospital facilities in 
the future, having in mind the type of con- 
siderations listed in a above, and also the 
possibility of developing joint criteria for the 
design of hospitals. 

“e. Methods for improving the organization, 
management and administration of the sev- 
eral medical departments in the operation of 
both their hospital and medical programs, in- 
cluding the possibilities of consolidation or 
eoordination of certain activities and func- 
tions thereof, and the reduction of the com- 
bined overheads of the medical services of the 
Armed Forces. 

“d. Coordination or consolidation of the 
medical research programs of the medical 
services of the Armed Forces and the maxi- 
mum joint use of research facilities. This 
should include consideration of the questions 
of whether there should be a completely 
joint research program or whether, irrespec- 
tive of the wisdom of establishing a single 
Armed Forces medical and hospital service, a 
common research program should be under- 
taken by one service on behalf of all services. 

“e, Coordination or consolidation of medical 
training programs of the medical services of 
the Armed Forces. This should include an 
inquiry into the possibilities of joint utiliza- 
tion of service schools, the coordination of 
post graduate training, the provision by one 
service for all services of genera] training or 
training in specialized fields, joint prepara- 
tion of medical bulletins and specialized 
courses, common library facilities, etc. 

“f, Allocation to one service of the respon- 
sibility for providing all hospitalization and 
medical care for all services in certain fields 
of medicine, as for example, in the fields of 
tropical medicine, neuropsychiatry, radio- 
logical injuries, prosthetics, and serious dis- 
orders of the ear and eye. 

“g. Development, to the highest practicable 
degree, of common standards, practices and 
procedures among the medical services of the 
Armed Forces with respect to (1) the physical 
and mental requirements for entrance into the 
services and for disability discharges; (2) 
preventive medicine; and (3) the organization, 
administration and operation of hospitals. 

“h. Improvement and standardization of (1) 
medical records and nomenclature; (2) cost 
accounting systems; (3) forms; (4) specifica- 
tions for supplies and equipment; and (5) 
regulations, 

“4. Integration, coordination and consolida- 
tion of various operations in the supply sys- 
tems of the medical services, as for example, 

in procurement, storage and distribution. 

“j. Maximum utilization of qualified medi- 
cal personnel of the Armed Forces. Considera- 
tion should be given to the joint use of highly 
specialized personnel, to the possibility of in- 
terchange of medical personnel among the 
medical services depending upon requirements 
and facilities for such personnel, to the relief 
of qualified doctors from administrative re- 
sponsibilities and to providing them with 
greater opportunity for exclusive attention to 
the practice of their profession, etc. 

“kk. Hstablishment of uniform charges and 
Policies for the hospitalization and medical 





treatment of dependents of enlisted and com- 
missioned personnel. 

“1. Development of common programs for 
the use of civilian consultants, and the joint 
use thereof by the medical services of the 
Armed Forces. 

“m. Establishment of maximum central 
services of all types which might operate for 
the benefit of the whole of the medical ser- 
vices of the Armed Forces. 

“n, The development of an organization or 
mechanism for the continuing examination of 
the type of problems hereinbefore mentioned. 

“8. In connection with such problems, I 
want the Committee not only to consider pos- 
sible substantive solutions but also to ex- 
amine the question of what further steps, if 
any, should be taken by me in the direction 
of making such solutions effective or In secur- 
ing further consideration of these problems 
by a civillan commission reporting to me or 
to the President, or by some other type of 
group. As to certain issues, for example, you 
may wish to gather all the relevant facts, 
clearly define the issues, state the alternatives, 
advise as to your own conclusions and then 
recommend that the matter be thoroughly 
examined by some group having no connection 
with the services. 

“4. In conducting this study, the Committee 
is authorized to consult with such persons 
in the Armed Forces as it may wish, and to 
call as witnesses such individuals or organiza- 
tions from outside the regular military estab- 
lishment as the Committee desires. The Com- 
mittee is further authorized to call upon the 
Departments of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, and upon the Munitions Board, the Re- 
search and Development Board, and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, for such information and as- 
sistance as it may require, and to arrange for 
the appointment of such subcommittees, com- 
posed of representatives of one or more of 
such departments and agencies, as it may feel 
are necessary to carry out its work. My own 
office will cooperate in every way in providing 
accounting, management engineering and ad- 
ministrative assistance and services which the 
Committee may require, and will lend all pos- 
sible aid in securing, or providing from its 
own staff, personnel necessary for any staff 
of the Committee, 

“5. You may find that certain of the prob- 
lems which you feel are within your terms of 
reference are ones that have been, or are now 
being, considered by other agencies of the 
National Military Establishment, as for ex- 
ample by the Munitions Board in the field of 
assigning procurement responsibility or the 
Research and Development Board tin the area 
of medical research. In such cases you should 
consult with, and coordinate your activities 
with, such agencies in order to avoid un- 
necessary duplication of effort. 

“6. I should like your report at the earliest 
practicable date, but I do not want haste to 
detract from the submission of a thorough, 
comprehensive study. If, and when, you feel 
that a particular problem urgently requires 
action and that you have worked out an ap- 
propriate solution, you are authorized to sub- 
mit a special interim report embodying your 
recommendations with respect thereto. Simi- 
larly, from time to time, I may submit to 
your Committee specia] problems with respect 
to which I wish your advice. 

“7. Needless to say, 1 feel that there are 
few problems facing the National Military 
Establishment which have the importance and 
urgency of the matters your Committee is 
being asked to study. There is a real oppor- 
tunity here for constructive accomplishment, 
and I am confident that such constructive 
accomplishment will be the outcome of your 
work.” 





1947 Income Tax 

The Navy Department’s Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts completed work this 
week on a pamphlet containing informa- 
tion about instructions for completing 
1947 federal income tax returns. Distribu- 
tion of the pamphlet, entitled “Federal 
Income Tax Information” will be made 
soon, 

The pamphlet gives detailed informa- 
tion about income tax returns for’ 1947, 
declaration of estimated tax for 1948, 
answers specific questions such as “who 
must file,” “when, what and where to 
file,” and itemizes deductions which can 
be made. 

. Pertinent selections from the text fol- 
ow: 

1. The following information, published with 
the approval of the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue, ig furnished primarily for the iuforma- 
tiun of naval persounel with respect to their 
income tax rights, beuefits, and obligatious, 
and for their assistance in the preparation of 
Federal income tax returns and computation 
of tax liabilities for the calendar yeur 1947, 
as well as their declarations of estimated tax 
for 1948, 

Income tax information pamphlets hereto- 
fore prepared and published by the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts, for the calendar years 
1942 through 1946, are still generally applica- 
ble with respect to the preparation of returns 
for those years. However, there have been 
certain legislative modifications since those 
Pamphlets were published which should be 


taken into consideration when preparing re- 
turns for such years. (See sec. 3-8.) 


General 

2. Naval personnel are not excused from 
filing Federal income tax returns and declara- 
tions of estimated tax, or paying Federal! in- 
come taxes solely by reason of being a mem- 
ber of the armed forces on active duty. A tax- 
payer's liability for filing a tax return Is 
determined entirely on the basis of his gross 
income and without regard to his marital 
status, the number of his dependents, or the 
amount of his deductions; L. e., contributions, 
taxes, interest, medical expenses, etc. General- 
ly, the tax exemptions, deductions, allow- 
ances, and deferments available to a civilian, 
are also applicable to a member of the armed 
forces. However, there are numerous provi- 
sions in the revenue laws granting additional 
tax benefits to members of the armed forces 
on active duty, particularly with regard to 
the determination of “grosg income,” and, 
under certain circumstances, the time for fil- 
ing returns and paying taxes, and those bene- 
fits are hereinafter set forth. 

Special Items 

3. Nontaxable service pay.—All active duty 
pay for service as a member of the armed 
forces of the United States below the rank 
of a commissioned officer (or a commissioned 
warrant officer) received after 6 December 1941 
and prior to 1 January 1949 is entirely ex- 
cluded from gross income; and up to $1,500 
of active duty pay for commissioned service 
received after 31 December 1842 and prior to 
1 January 1419 is excluded from gross income. 

4, Deferment for filing returns.—By law 
and regulations during the war years, mem- 
bers of the armed forces on sea or foreign 
service duty at the time a Federal income tax 
return or payment thereon fell due, were en- 
titled to an automatic deferment of such due 
date until the 15th day of the sixth month 
following the month of return to the United 
States, but not later than the 15th day of the 
third month following the month in which 
the war is terminated. Public Law 384—S80th 
Congress, provide for the termination of this 
deferment privilege not later than 31 Decem- 
ber 1947, or such later date as may be deter- 
mined by the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. By I. T. 3874 (1947 I. R. B. No. 22), he 
has stated that it will be his policy to extend 
the deferred due date in the case of members 
of the armed forces on sea or foreign service 
duty at the time a return is normally due 
to be filed until the earliest of the following 
dates: 

(a) The 15th day of the sixth month fol- 
lowing the month the taxpayer returns to 
the United States or is detached from sea 
duty; 

(b) The 15th day of the third month fol- 
lowing the month in which an executor, ad- 
ministrator, or conservator of the estate of 
the taxpayer qualifies; or 

(c) 15 June 1948, 

Accordingly, all members of the armed 
forces who have not as yet filed Federal in- 
come tax returns for one or more of the years 
1941 through 1946 because of sea or foreign 
service duty, must file such return or returns 
not later than the 15th day of the sixth month 
following the month of return to the United 
States or detachment from sea duty, or 15 
June 1948, whichever is earlier. Each return 
should be accompanied by a statement setting 
forth the dates that sea or foreign service 
commenced ang terminated. 

a policy now also applies to the year 
1947. 

5. Payment.—The Revenne Act of 1945 pro- 
vided for the payment of certain unpaid taxes 
for war years in twelve quarter-annual in- 
stallments. (See secs. 65-67 for more detailed 
information.) 

6. Withholding.—By section 10 of Public 
Law 384, approved 8 August 1947, the com- 
pensation for military or naval services will 
be subject to withholding at source for Fed- 
eral income taxes on and after 1 January 
1949. 

7. Former prisoners of war and internees. 
—Section 251 of the Internal Revenue Code, 
as amended by Public Law 310, enacted 1 
August 1947, provides that citizens of the 
United States serving in a possesion of the 
United States, either as a member of the 
armed forces of the United States or as an 
employee, when taken as a prisoner of war or 
interned, shall be considered to have been 
“within a possession of the United States” 
during their confinement by the enemy even 
though such confinement may have been out- 
side of a “possession of the United States.” 
This law also provides that any com pensa- 
tion received by such prisoner of war or in- 
ternees attributable to the period of time dur- 
ing which they were prisoners of war or in- 
ternees will, for the purposes of section 251 
(b) of the Internal Revenue Code, “be con- 
sidered as compensation received outside the 
United States.” This law is made applicable 
for taxable years beginning after 31 Decem- 
ber 1941, 

Former prisoners of war and internees who 
were confined by the enemy in a place outside 
of a possesion of the United States, after 
having been captured while serving within a 
possession of the United States, should ex- 
amine their taxable status in the light of this 
new law. If otherwise satisfying the condi- 
tions required by section 251, the tax liability 
on compensation received for the period of 





captivity is canceled and if tax payment on 





such compensation has been made, a clatm ty 
refund of such payment should be filed im. 
mediately on Treasury Form 843 -with the 
Collector of Internal Revenue to whom the 
payment was made, (See secs. 25-28 dealing 
with possession income and sec, 78 dealing 
with claims for refund.) 

8 Abatement of tax in case of death.—Yp. 
der the provisions of section 421 of the In- 
ternal Revenue Code, as amended by Pubiie 
Law 367, approved 5 August 1947, a member 
of the armed forces who dies while on actiy 
duty on or after 7 December 1941, and Prior 
to 1 January 1948, shall not be subject to 
Federal income taxes with respect to the tax.
